Probably Hurts 
Viet Nam Effort 


Vocal Divisions 
May be Reason for 
Refusal to Negotiate

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Vietnamese war is not only one 
of the nastiest wars the United 
States ever got into, but one of 
the talkingesl. The talk has 
probably carried a heavy price 
tag. 


President Johnson has been 


urged to get tough and to back 
up, The war, or America's role 
in it, has been denounced and 
considered necessary. 


If you were a North Vietnam- 


ese Communist listening t this 
division of opinion in the United 
States, it wouldn't be hard to 
imagine that at best this coun- 
try could be expected to wage 
no more than a half-hearted 
war. 


Thought Unknown 


Just how much this divided 


American opinion induced the 
Communists to refuse negotia- 
tion and to vow to fight 20 years 
may never be known unless, 
some time after the war is over, 
they reveal their thinking in 
these days. 


To add to the confusion, the 


realists among the Communists 
could not believe the limited 
kind of war this country fought, 
bombing only carefully selected 
targets, was entirely due to di- 
vided thinking here.

ple, although Ky gradually is 
becoming one of them. 


In his early days as premier 


he still looked pretty much the 
flamboyant air force general, 
and even impulsive, as when he 
first sent troops to crush the 
Buddhist uprising in Da Nang 
and then hastily backed off. 


Later he went ahead and sup- 


pressed the Buddhist extremists, 
thus saving Viet Nam from 
chaos. 


: 
Bring in Red China 


Last week Ky expressed the 


view that an invasion of North 
Viet Nam would be necessary to 
make the North Vietnamese 
Reds call a halt to their 
fighting, even though there was 
danger such a move might 
bring Red China into the war. 


For this Ky was promptly de- 


nounced in this country in Con- 
gress. Senate Democratic Lead- 
er-Mike Mansfield urged that 
the" United States dissociate it- 
self from Ky's remarks.

Settlement Move 
Considered Miss 


Parties Generally Agree President 
Stepped in When Solution Likely 


By JACK BELL 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Prcsi- 


dent Johnson's venture into the 
role of copilot for an airlines 
strike settlement that never got 
off the runway is being chalked 
up as a political miss. 


The contrast between John- 


son's current refusal to give 
Congress any advice on a leg- 
islative solution and his exub- 
erant televised announcement of 
the proposed settlement Friday 
night has become a hot topic for 
cloakroom discussion among 
members of both parties. 


The consensus seems to be 


that the President, who had re- 
mained at arm's length while 
the negotiations wore along, 
decided only after he had been 
advised an agreement was pos- 
sible that it was time to step in 
personally. 


But the machinist union mem 


bers' rejection of the settlement 
terms 
tarnished 
Johnson's 


record of being able to knock 
union and industry heads to- 
gether and come up with an 
agreement the public accepted 
as in its interest 


It seemed that even a can-do 


President couldn't always pre- 
vail, even when the public was 
being inconvenienced to a point 
where some members of Con- 
gress wanted a national emer- 
gency declared. 


The airlines strike has been a 


touchy political affair in which 
neither the President nor Con- 
gress wanted to become in- 
volved in an election year. 


There is the definite feeling in 


Congress-and obviously at the 
White House too—that other big 
unions are watching the out- 
come of this dispute to gauge 
demands for increases in an 
economy where the cost of liv- 
ing has risen sharply in the last 
six months. 


The administration's anti-in- 


flation guidelines for wage and 
benefit increases were all but 
abandoned in the rejected set- 
tlement, although the President 
pointed to increased productivi- 
ty in the airline industry. If the 
union now gets an even greater 
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to move up. 


This could put every politician 


on the spot, from the President 
on down. They would be caught 
between the organized political 
might of the unions and an 
unorganized protest by house- 
holders against soaring costs of 
things they buy. 


In this situation, Congress 


members who lean heavily on 
union support for re-election 
wish they didn't have to pass 
any strike-ending legislation. 
But if they do, they want the 
President to put it into effect 
and thus share with them the 
political onus that labor will 
attach to the action.

Senate Majority Leader Mike Mansfield

President Johnson 
practically put his mantle of approval 
upon Ky when he met him in Hawaii Ky 
must rationally feel that the President can 
hardly snatch it away again. 


Communist governments, like those of

life to that man." ' 


The 
notes 
said Whitman 


couldn't understand "the pres- 
sures bearing down" and had 
"decided to fight it out alone." 


Police said the notes showed 


Whitman "was very definitely 
mentally disturbed." They also 
disclosed that he had talked for 
two hours with a psychiatrist. 


The note found in his mother's 


apartment, police reported, said 
he killed her to "relieve her of 
her suffering, that he didn't 
want her embarrassed by all of 
this." 


Postscripts to Notes 


As postscripts to the notes, 


police said, Whitman had writ- 
ten: 


"12:30 a.m. — mother already 


dead. 


"3 o'clock — Wife and mother 


both dead." 


Shortly after 9:30 a.m., he 


went to Sears, Roebuck and Co., 
bought a shotgun on credit, took 
it home and sawed off the stock 
and barrel. 


At 11 a.m., officers said, Whit- 


man carted his footlocker to 
the tower's elevator and rode to 
the 27th floor, as high as the 
elevator 
can 
go. Then he 


dragged 
the 
heavy 
three- 


wheeled cart up foi • short 
flights of stairs to the foyer of 
the observation section. 


There he killed four persons 


— the woman custodian of the 
tower, and a younger woman 
and her two children who were 
sightseeing. 


Rode Elevator 


Later, 
Vera 
Palmer, who 


works in the observatory, rode 
up on the elevator. When the 
door opened, a man in a white 
shirt said: "Lady, don't you 
dare get off this elevator." 


Shaken, Mrs. Palmer took the 


elevator back down. 


At 11:48 a.m. university police 


received a trouble alarm from 
the tower. Two unarmed securi- 


cato fashion. At one point police 
even suspected there might be 
more than one man firing at 
them. The sniper dashed from 
place to place in the observato- 
ry and his fire came from all 
directions.

Seismograph Unusual Conversation Piece 


BY ROBERT COOKE 


PASADENA. Calif. (AP) - 


It was a hearth-shaking event 
the day Dr. Charles F.Richter 
moved the seismograph into 
the parlor, but now, he says, 
Mrs. Richter "wouldn't be 
without one." 


"She was a little upset at 


first," the famed earthquake 
specialist recalls, "but it was 
received 
enthusiastically by 


her girl friends. It makes a 
wonderful conversation piece 
at parties." 


Dr. Richter, 66. developer of 


the Richter scale of earth- 
quake magnitude, has been 
with the Seismological Labor- 
atory here — now run by the 
California Institute of Tech- 
nology — since 1927. 


Clues to Location 


He's the scientist who is 


called when an earthquake 
strikes. His instruments, in- 
cluding the one at home, help 
give 
quick clues 
to 
the 


earthquake's strength and lo- 
cation. 


Seismographs, the primary 


tools seismologists 
use in 


studying earth tremors', have 


b e c o m e increasingly im- 
portant for detecting under- 
ground 
nuclear 
explosions. 


Sensitive seismographs 
can 


detect even the smallest'jolts, 
tremors the average person is 
never aware of. 


Dr. Richter, asked if his 


wife. Lillian, is interested in 
seismology, replied: 


"Only in a very minor way. 


She says she doesn't under- 
stand it very well, but I've 
overheard her explaining the 
seismograph to her friends 
several times. It's very amus- 
ing." 


Despite the seismograph at 


home, he said, he doesn't 
often 
allow 
his 
work 
to 


intrude on his private life. 


Earthquakes, of course, oc- 


cur at any time, he added, yet 
"I don't think I've ever been 
seriously interrupted by an 
earthquake." 


Unlikely Laboratory 


The Seismological Labora- 


tory, nestled among trees and 
shrubs in an elaborately mani- 
cured setting, looks like-any- 
thing but a laboratory. It is 
housed in an old mansion 


overlooking 
the 
Annandale 


Country Club above Pasadena. 


It was first operated by the 


Carnegie Instilution of Wash- 
ington, but control was trans- 
ferred to Caltech in 1936. 
,0n a quick tour of the old 
house, the agile seismologist 
hurried through the mansion's 
billiard room, library, the 
living room with its marble- 
faced fireplace, and the mar- 
ble - lined hallways. Most 
rooms, he explained, have 
been converted for office use. 


In his own office, where 


books and pamphlets were 
shelves. Dr. Richter settled 
piled high on desks 
and 


into a chair, adjusted his 
glasses and told how he first 
began work in seismology. 


"I had no special concern 


for 
seismology 
until 1927, 


when I was hired by the 
laboratory.

quakes. 


"The problem came up in 


1931, and most of the original 
work solidly grounding the 
scale was 'done in the first 
part of 1932. The details were 
published in 1935," he said. 


Three Recordings 


The seismographs seen at 


the laboratory come in threes, 
one for recording east-west 
ground movement, another for 
north - south motion, and the 
third for vertical movement. 


Dr. Richter said seismo- 


graphs at the various stations 
in Southern California record 
the movements on film, which 
is later developed, printed and 
analyzed at the laboratory. 


The 
• instruments 
at 
the 


laboratory use special ink 
pens that record on paper, 
giving quick access to • first 
clues of an earthquake. 


If there are no quakes — or 


otrnr sources of jiggling — 
the pens make straight lines 
on the turning roll of paper. 
But comes an earthquake, or 
perhaps an underground nu- 
clear blast at the Nevada 
atomic test station, the pens 
move sharply — moved by 
sensitive appartus secured to 
bedrock — according to how 
strong the quake was. 


This method gives precise 


graphs indicating the time of 
the quake, its magnitude, 
distance and. usually, direc- 
tion. 


The measuring of magni- 


tude. Dr. Richter emphasized, 
differs 
from earlier scales 


which indicated the destruc- 
tive results of earthquakes, 
their intensity. 


Concern With Force 


The idea of magnitude, he 


said, concerns the total force 
of an earthquake, over the 
total area hit, not just the 
surface damage in populated 
areas. It is a measure of the 
'energy released as 
shock 


waves when the underlying 
rock 
slipped, 
causing the 


tremor. 


Dr. Richter said that as 


professor of seismology at 
Caltech. he teaches "one 
u n dcrgraduatc 
elementary 


seismology lecwc course a 
year." 


He added thai he expects to 


retire "in about two years. At 
that time I'll become profes- 
sor emeritus and be able lo 
lake on some outside work."
